The Langas and Manganiyar folk musicians from the Thar Desert 
of northwestern India are making a brief tour of the U.S., singing and 
playing traditional instruments. Their performance at the Museum is 
sponsored by the American Institute of Indian Studies. 

Both concerts will be in Gartner Auditorium of The Cleveland Museum 
of Art.
